W A SH IN G TO N , M arch 13—The 
politically explosive soldiers bonus 
issue was laid on the doorstep of 
a lukew arm Senate 
today 
after 
the House, boisterous and gleeful 
in its rebellion ag ain st President j 
Roosevelt, had whooped the m eas­ 
ure through by a vote of 295 to 
125. 
T he bill, ad m in istratio n spokes­ 
m en predicted, will not become law 
d urin g tne present session. They 
foresaw either d efeat in the Sen­ 
ate or upholding 
of a prom ised j 
presidential veto. 
L eaders of the “veterans bloc” in 
the Senate appeared reluctant to 
m ake a light lo r the bill pending 
settlem en t of the battle over the 
v eteran s econom y act. 
The m ost m ilitant senate back­ 
ers of the bonus-infiation bill, in­ 
cluding Robinson (Ft» of Indiana, 
Long, (D) of Louisiana and Thom ­ 
as (D) of O klahom a, w ere expect­ 
ed to unloose firew orks which m ay 
cause the session to end in a spec­ 
ta c ula r light over the old issue. 
VOTED 6 4 TO 24 
i 
T he Senate only yesterd ay voted 
64 to 24 ag ain st the bonus, but 
its backers said the unfavorable» 
vote reflected the desire of the 
Senate to avoid com plications in 
the v eteran s econom y controversy. 
W ith the bonus out of the way, 
the H ouse plunged 
into another 
v eteran s fight w hich again thre a t­ 
ened to bring a break with the 
W hite House. 
C harged by 
the

w ith the task 
of

the 
$360,000,00« mrK..;u . K 
of- the 
v eteran s econom y and federal pay- 
cut pro g ram voted by the Senate, 
H ouse D em ocratic leaders strug ­ 
gled to find a w ay to uphold the 
P resid en t’s hands. 
A D em ocratic caucus voted 165 
to 74 to bind D em ocrats to vote to 
send the independent offices sup­ 
ply bill 
which contains the Sen­ 
ate v eterans am endm ent, and res­ 
to ratio n of the 15 percent pay-cut 
—to conference w ith the Senate in 
the hope of 
effecting a com pro­ 
mise.

in the discovery of a sensational 
plot to affect a w holesale escape 
by dynam iting the walls 
of 
Ohio 
Penitentiary, 
W arden P reston E. 
Thom as revealed today. 
The plot, w hich involved about 
seven or 
eight 
convicts 
in 
the 
prison, w as brought to light 
and 
frustrated when 
prison 
officials 
yesterday succeeded in 
decipher­ 
ing the hieroglyphics of the coded 
note a fte r four days of intensive 
study of the m essage. 
H ad the elaborate 
and 
daring 
plot been carried through, it prob­ 
ably would have resulted in a dis­ 
aste r equal to the horrible prison 
fire tragedy w'hieh occurred 
just 
four years ago this spring, prison 
officials said, 
CALLED K ilt BOW M AN 
T he plan called fo r the dyn am it­ 
ing of the thick prison w alls w ith 
th * outside assistance of Neal G. 
Bowm an, notorious fugitive and in­ 
sane bandit of southern Ohio who 
has been a t large since he scram b­ 
led over the w alls

last C hristm as. 
R ingleaders of the d arin g plot,

increase pro fits, had failed to equip 
their planes with 
certain safety 
devices. 
“The passenger planes they have 
pro vided,” he charged, 
“do 
no t 
have the mo dern necessary safe­ 
guards. 
They are no t 
pro vided 
with auto matic pilo ts, ex cept in a 
few cases; they do no t have the 
cabin parachutes, no r defro sting 
equipment, 
no r 
reaso nance alti­ 
meters. no r landing 
sticks 
and 
o ther devices fo r the care and the 
safety o f passengers. 
Such a co n­ 
ditio n wo uld no t have been to ler­ 
ated fo r a mo ment under any sen­ 
sible aero nautical administratio n.” 
Two co mpanies, he said, “mo n­ 
o po lize the manufacture 
o f air­ 
plane and war plane 
engines in 
this co untry.” and to gether, “they 
present a united fro nt to any p ar­ 
ty, including the go vernment o f 
the United States.”
